what measures to take Should he decide a hearing is appropriate, the 
hearing will be conducted by a hearing examiner and shall be open to the 
public unless otherwise ordered bv the hearing examiner

Welfare reform not as successful as thought 
New Hampshire 


SACRAMENTO (UPD ~ A study by 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan’s administration 
indicates the governor’s welfare reform 
program is not as successful as he has 
boasted, but an official says the report was 
only a “ quick look’’ at welfare revisions 
Reforms 
implemented 
by 
Reagan s 
Welfare Reform Act last year resulted in 
negligible reductions in caseloads and 
minor cost savings, the San Francisco 
Examiner reported Sunday. 
The Examiner said it obtained the 
information 
from 
a 
secret 
100-page 
preliminary report compiled by 34 Welfare 
Department staff members. 


The 
newspaper 
reported 
the study 
showed that except in a few in.stances, the 
reforms — hailed by Reagan in recent 
Congressional 
testimony 
— 
failed 
to 
change much during the first three months 
of 
implementation, 
September 
to 
December 


E^ut Etobert B Carleson said Sunday the 
report was a “ quick IcKik” at how the 
reforms were being implemented lie .said 
the report has bi*en “ no secret and it’s not 
now.” 
adding 
that 
the 
department 
distributed a news release Monday about 
the studv. 


“ At no time have we ever said welfare 
rolls declined because of the Welfare 
Reform Act,” Carleson said. 


He said the decline recently announced 
by 
the 
governor 
was 
due

“ administrative changes” and it was too 
early to measure the effect of the welfare 
revisions.

Illegal aliens cost 
U.S. $18 billion 


WASEEl.NGTON (UEMi -Illegal aliens are costing U.S. 
taxpayer $18 billion a year, according to l.ee Cremer, 
president of the National Council of Immigration and 
Naturalization Service Unions. 
“ The illegal alien proglem is a very grave problem and 
one that most .Americans don’t easily recognize,” Cremer 
said Sunday in a UEM Washington Window interview. 
To curb abuses to welfare and other benefit funds by 
illegal aliens, the Senate Finance Committee voted last 
week to issue Social Securitv Cards to all children at age 6 
Rep 
Jack McDonald. R-Mich., has called for an 
investigation of the immigration service. 
Some illegal aliens also are heavily involved in narcotics 
traffic, according to Cremer 
“ It’s costing the American taxpayer a total ... including 
welfare benefits to the aliens as well as citizens who are 
unemployed becau.se of illegal aliens taking their jobs ... 
probably upwards of $18 billion annually 
There are at least 2 million illegal aliens working in the 
United States and there could possiblv be as hi^h as 5 or 6 
million, but 2 million can be statistically proven.” he said 
Cremer estimated 10 per cent are involved m criminal 
activities 
He propo.sed that the Border E’atrol be increased 40 to 50 
per cent to cover the 7,(XK) miles of border, and that 
criminal investigations be doubled 
Cremer said, for instance, that 4,200 mainland Chinese 
were believed to have been smuggled across the Canadian 
border last year alone 
“ The illegal alien problem actually is constituting a 
tremendous unemployment problem 
Their impact upon 
the narcotics traffic is also a serious matter and there are 
indications that they definitely are a threat to our internal 
securitv. ” Cremer said

Policemen astride nimble 10-speed bicvcles are deterring 
burglars and making plenty of friends among students of 
the University of California at Santa E3arbara and residents 
of adjacent Isla Vista 
Cycling patrolmen, a rare sight this side of Europe, fit 
nicely into a campus community where more than 10,000 
bicyc'les are in daily use And they are “ highly effective” 
for a number of reasons, according to Derry Bowles. UCSB 
chief of police 
Take a recent incident when two officers wheeled quietly 
into an Isla Vista parking lot and surprised a burglar in the 
act of Jimmying an apartment window. 
“ Had we been in a vehicle, he would have seen or heard 
us coming and been long gone.” said one officer. “ Another 
advantage became apparent when he bolted between two 
buildings He was such a fast runner we could never have 
caught him on foot, and couldn’t have squeezed through in a 
car On bikes, we apprehended him before he’d gone a 
bloc'k” 
This efficiency in catching criminals emerged as an 
unexpected bonus when law enforcement officials decided 
to improve service and community relations by putting law 
men into closer touch w ith the people they protect 
“We started by getting men out of their vehicles,”’ 
Bowles said ’ I^olice cars physically isolate. Too many 
citizens only see a cop” as he rolls by in a big cruiser, and 
rarely meet him unless there’s trouble ” 
Alternatives to car patrols were especially apt in an 
ecology-conscious university community where streets are 
filled with cyclists and pedestrians.

Tuesday, according to a spokesman for the National 
.Aeronautics and Space Administration. Scientists were 
weighing several choices 


Une course would give the spacecraft an opportunity to 
determine whether Jupiter’s orange moon, lo, the most 
reflective object in the solar system, has an atmosphere, as 
observation by telescope suggests. 
Another course would enable Pioneer to examine the 
moon Callisto, which is as large as the plant Mercury. 
Jupiter, biggest planet in the solar system, is 1,000 times 
bigger than Earth 
Other possibilities included routing the spacecraft to 
study Jupiter’s “ Great Rtni Spot” or the planet’s orange 
and blue stripes.

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States should 
assume most 
education cost 


WASHINGTON (UPI i — The President’s Commission on 
School 
Finance 
recommended 
today 
that 
state 
governments assume most of the cost of education from 
local governments in an effort to eliminate the gap in 
school quality between rich and poor neighborhoods. 
The commission s recommendations, if carried out, 
could lead to statewide collection of property taxes or 
abandonment of property taxes in favor of some other tax 
such as the value added* tax The 18-member commission, 
headed by a former defense secretary, Neil McElroy, also 
proposed substantial increases in federal spending for 
education, mostly through incentive payment to states 
which reform their own programs. 
The commission said state governments should finance 
“ substantially all” of the nonfederal outlays for public 
grade and high schools, with local districts permitted to 
add up to 10 per cent of the state allocation. 
Most local school districts rely heavily on the property 
tax. with the result that schools in districts with high priced, 
property receive more money for education than students» 
in poor districts. 


The 
commission 
did 
not 
specifically 
recommend 
abandonment of property taxes, saying that decision should 
be left to individual state legislatures. But most property 
taxes that were not eliminated would be collected on a 
statewide basis, with payments to the schools based on 
need rather than tax collections.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e Supreme 
Court let stand today a federal appeals 
court ruling that state prison officials are 
subject to damage suits by inmates who 
are mistreated or arbitrarily punished 
without a hearing. 
The brief order issued without comment 
rejected an appeal by New York state 
authorities from a decision, by the 2nd U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals, which will now 
apply at least in New York, Connecticut 
and Vermont. The case involved Martin 
Sostre, a black inmate who was ordered 
into solitary confinement at a state facility 


after an altercation with the warden over 
his mailing privileges and other rights. 
Sostre, imprisoned as a secondary felony 
offender, filed a $2.5 million damage suit 
against three state prison officials and at 
the federal trial court level won a $13.(MX) 
award 
The appeals court modified the trial 
judge's finding but in general upheld 
Sostre's right to sue. It held that inmates 
should be given advance notice of charges 
and evidence against them and a c hance to 
explain their behavior 
The appeals court also ruled that Sostre

Which State has most snow? gets coast bill today 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPI) 
Hey 
there. 
Michigan, 
Minnesota and North Dakota' Sunny California has more 
winter snow than you do! 
No one needs galoshes in San Francisco, or snow shoes in 
Sacramento. But if you drive 50 miles farther up the Sierra, 
you better be ready. 
They have had more than 70 feet of it at T am a ra'^ and 
five feet in one day at Giant Forest Right now a blanket 15 
to 30 feet thick covers the mountains from Canada to 
Mexico. 
Each flake of snow, as we learned in school, is unlike 
every other. Snow can be exciting, beautiful, treacherous or 
fun For the West Coast it is all of those things, but mostly 
it is “ white gold.” 
The w inter mantle of snow on the Sierra is more valuable 
than all the gold taken out of those mountains during the 
rush. 
The economy of the Pacific states, especially California, 
depends for its very life on thq, water that melts from the 
snow that falls on the mountains. Dams block the rushing 
stream s in spring and carefully ration the water into huge 
aqueducts that supply San Francisco, Los Angeles, and all 
the farm s in the valleys, which would otherwise be swamps 
in springtime and deserts in August. 
Not only the Weather Service, but a dozen other public 
agencies, and companies like Pacific Gas & Electric Co., 
have snow specialists on their staf fs. 
Measuring snow is not easy. “ It moves around so much, 
says state climatologist Bob Elford Hardy volunteers at 
remote places like Blue Canyon are the backbone of snow 
reporting. Last month one of these observers at Woodruff, 
Utah, was unable to report for three days because a 
blizzard kept him from getting out of his house 
But the Weather Man is automating, too One of the new 
schemes is a huge plastic pillow containing antifreeze. It is 
placed on the ground before winter. As the snow heaps on 
top. the antifreeze is forced up into a guage equipped with a 
radio transm itter Safe in his laboratory, the weather man 
gets his readings. 
The analysts want to know not just how deep the snow is. 


but how mushy or watery it is. The “ water content 
is the 
important thing in determining how fast the snow will melt 
and how full the stream s will be 
The biggest snowfall ever measured anywhere was 1.027 
inches last winter at Paradise, a ranger station 5,400 feet up 
the slope of Mt. Rainier in Washington 
Almost every place in the United States has had at least a 
little snow sometime. San Diego is the only major city 
which has never had any on the ground. 
Places like Fort Meyer, Fla , and Tampa have had snow 
Galveston, Tex., had 15.4 inches in 1895 on Valentine’s Day 
Los Angeles had measurable snow twice, the last time on 
Jan 11, 1949 San Francisco had 3.7 inches on the streets in 
downtown at noon of Feb 5, 1887 There was an inch or two 
here in 1962. 
Blizzards on the prairie are as familiar as earth tremors 
in California 
But California also has had some record 
blizzards. In January, 1952, a single Sierra snowstorm 
dumped more than 12 feet of new snow in the mountains, 
burying the crack streamliner City of San Francisco with 
221 persons aboard for 72 hours. 
Thirty miles east of that spot, more than 100 years 
earlier, the ill-fated Donner Party spent the winter of 1846 
after being caught in an early October snowstorm during 
the trek over the mountains Thirty-six of the 87 travelers 
died, and stories filtered out about cannibalism when the 
survivors fought off starvation 


A worse tragedy occurred in the Cascade Mountains of 
Washington on March 1. 1910. Two Great Northern Railway 
trains were stalled at the western exit of a tunnel when a 
giant avalanche plunged down the side of the Cascades and 
swept them into a canyon 1,000 feet below At least 100 
persons died 
Although California has more snow than most of the other 
states, few Californians live in it all winter It only takes 90 
minutes to get from downtown Los Angeles or the ocean at 
Newport Beach to Mt. Baldy, a big ski resort 


At Palm Springs, you can get out of the pool and take a 
tram up to where the snow is three feet deep in 15 minutes

A long list of deductible taxes

Not everything went up 
last year, despite the con­ 
stant concern over inflation 
Your federal income tax 
has been reduced. You will 
feel the effect of it when you 
file your income tax before 
April 17. (The normal April 
15 deadline falls on Saturday 
this year, so you get an ad­ 
ditional two days’ grace.) 
The reduction in tax is 
chiefly due to the higher al­ 
lowance for the personal ex­ 
emption and the credit for 
dependents 
< $625 in 
1970, 
$675 in 1971) and the more 
liberal treatment 
for the 
standard deduction 
In an attempt to persuade 
more taxpayers to take the 
standard deduction instead 
of itemizing their individual

deductions, Congress upped 
the former allowance of 10 
per cent of adjusted gross in­ 
come to 13 per cent and 
raised the ceiling from a 


maximum of $1,000 to a new 
high of $1,500. 


There were other impor­ 
tant changes in the new tax 
bill. For example: 


THE SURCHARGE that 
has been a part of our in­ 
come tax structure 
since 
1967 has now been complete­ 
ly eliminated. 


SINGLE PERSONS have a 
lower tax rate. They start to 
feel the benefit of the lower 
tax rate when taxable in­ 
come reaches beyond $4,000. 
At the $10,000 taxable income 
level, the new rate for the 
unmarried taxpayer is down 
to 27 per cent from last 
year’s 32 per cent. 


A NEW CONCEPT—called 
“ Married person l i v i n g 
apart’’—has been introduced. 
This will permit a tax advan­ 


tage for those married per­ 
sons who, though not legally 
separated, occupy separate 


households. Instead of being 
restricted to filing as a mar­ 
ried person filing a separate 


return with its many limita­ 
tions. they now file as a 
single person and receive 
more generous treatment on 
their deductions 


Some typical examples ol 
the savings under the new 
law are included in the ac­ 
companying box In all cases 
a standard deduction was 
allowed. 


In this series ot 14 articles, 
of which this is the first, all 
of the tax law changes, 
together with detailed filing 
i n s t r u c t io n s , will be ex­ 
plained 


Who can be claimed 
as dependents? 


Some wage earners 
needn't file returns 


Many wage earners, par- 
:icularly retired persons who 
lave a part-time job and stu- 
ients who have an after­ 
school or summertime job, 
lave been relieved of the 
requirement for filing income 
:ax returns. 
Undercurrent tax laws you 
must file a return if you are: 
SINGLE and have an in- 
:ome of $1,700 or more and 
you are under 65; $2,300 or 
more if you are 65 or older. 
Remember that your age is 
Jetermined as of last Jan. 1. 
rhe same d o lla r require­ 
ments apply to an unmarried 
head of a household, or a 
surviving widow or widower 
with a dependent child Un­ 
der new tax law changes, 
certain married persons liv­ 
ing apart may file separate 
returns this year and claim 
status of a single person. 


MARRIED, entitled to file 
i joint return, and the com- 
)ined income of both spouses 
s $2,300 or more if both are 
jnder 65; $2,900 if one is at 
east 65; $3,500 if both are 
>5 or older. These require­ 
ments for married persons 
apply only if they lived to­ 
gether at the end of the tax­ 
able year, file j o i n t l y and 
neither is the dependent of 
another person. 
Persons with a net income 
of $400 or more from self- 


employment must also file a 
return They might not be 
liable for an income tax, but 
they could owe a S o c i a l 
Security tax on their self- 
employment income. 
While not required to file a 
return, anyone in these cate­ 
gories with less than the 
specified in co m e require­ 
ments who had withholding 
tax deducted from his earn­ 
ings should file a return. Fil­ 
ing a return is the only way 
you can establish your claim 
to a refund on your withhold- 


There is now a way for 
low-income earners to avoid 
all withholding on their in­ 


come. This gives them the 
opportunity to have the extra 
income now, instead of wait­ 
ing until the end of the year 
when they can claim a* full 
refund on the withholding. 
The only requirements are 
that: 
1. You owed no income tax 
for 1971. 
2. The expectation is that 
you would owe no income tax 


for this year, meaning an 
income of less than $1,725. 


If you meet both of these 
conditions ask your employer 
for a Form W-4-E. When you 
complete this form he will 
not be required to deduct 
withholding tax. 


You and Internal Revenue 
Service might not always 
agree on who is your de­ 
pendent. 
But you had better come to 
learn the IRS rules. This is 
one case where ties do not 
end in a 50-50 split. You al­ 
ways lose. 
Consider these examples: 
Sally, y o u r 
18-year-old 
daughter, didn’t earn a dime 
last 
year. 
She graduated 
from high school in June. 
You clothed her. you fur­ 
nished her housing. She re­ 
ceived a steady allowance 
from you. When she was 
married in Christmas week 
you paid all the wedding ex­ 
penses. Can you claim her 
as a dependent9 
Not if she files a joint re­ 
turn with her new husband. 
>ou can’t For that one week 
of marriage he is entitled to 
file a joint return with Sall> 
and claim a $675 personal ex­ 
emption for her. 
How about your 21-year-old 
son, Tom? He was away at 
college. You paid his tuition, 
board, lab fees, furnished his 
clothing and transportation 
expenses. Tom graduated in 
June and secured a good job. 
He continued to live at home 
and made a modest contribu­ 
tion of $15 a week from his 
income. Surely, he was a de­ 
pendent, you argue 
Don’t be too sure. You 
could lose out again. Tom’s 
case requires further infor­ 
mation. What did he earn 
after graduating? And how 
much of his earnings did he 
spend in his own support9 
His $15 weekly contribution 
to home is not pertinent. 
If, 
for example. 
T o m 
earned $5,000 in those 6^2 
months after graduation and 
spent it all. he contributed 
$5,000 toward his own sup­ 
port. Your contributions to­ 
ward Tom’s support must 
have exceeded his own $5,000 
before you could claim him 
as a dependent. 
The hang-up here is the re­ 
quirement of furnishing chief 
support for any claimed de­ 
pendent. 
For dependents other than 


your children — parents or 
relatives, for example — the 
rules are much more clear 
and positive. Once they have 
gross income of at least $675. 
you can not possibly claim 
them as dependents, no mat­ 
ter how much support you 
furnished. 
The only exceptions to the 
$675 gross income limitation 
are for your children under 
the age of 19 by Dec. 31. 1971 
or those children 19 and older 
who 
attended 
a 
full-time 
school 
for 
at 
least 
five 
months of 1971. 
While the income test is 
waived for students and chil­ 
dren under 19 the chief sup­ 
port requirement still re- 
mairu 
Here are some possible so­ 
lutions: 
If 
Sallv’s 
new husband 
files as a married person 
making a separate return. 
>ou can claim her as a de­ 
pendent on your return. She 
is clearly someone’s depend­ 
ent. but you both can't claim 
her And the husband has the 
first choice. 
If Tom puts $1,000 of his 
earnings into his own savings 
account, this means that he 
could not possibly have con­ 
tributed more than $4,000 to­ 
ward his own support Now 
your challenge is to more 
than match that $4,000 figure. 
Watch for these in the case 
of your dependent children: 
If they have savings ac­ 
counts but your Social Secu­ 
rity number is listed on the 
account you will be liable for 
reporting the interest earned. 
Check with your bank or 
savings and loan on the ad­ 
visability of l i s t i n g the 
youngster’s Social Security 
number. This interest could 
then become tax-free, since 
the child need file no return 
until 
income 
is 
at 
least 
$1,700. 
If your older children have 
profitable after-school and 
summertime jobs, encourage 
them to put as much as pos­ 
sible into their personal sav­ 
ings account. This minimizes 
your chore at establishing 
who furnished chief support. 
Medical deductions to be claimed 


Almost everyone who item- 
zes his deductions should be 
ible to claim a medical de- 
luction. 
One-half of the c o s t of 
redical insurance premiums 
Ito a limit of $150) are im­ 
mediately deductible as a 
medical expense. This could 
include the c o s t of Blue 
Cross, Blue Shield, private 
medical and health insur­ 
ance, and for those over 65, 
the cost of the Medicare de­ 
ductions from their Social 
Security checks. 


For all other medical ex­ 
penses, no deduction is per­ 
mitted until the total of such 
expenses exceeds 3 per cent 
of adjusted gross income. 
Then the deduction is the 
excess over the 3 per cent 
figure 
Whenever you itemize your 
medical deductions always 
be sure to include the re­ 
mainder of your health in 
surance premiums w h i c h 
was not immediately deduc­ 
tible 


Medicines and drugs are 
included in your tabulation 
to the extent their cost ex­ 
ceeds one per cent of ad­ 
justed gross income 
Medical expenses to be 
deductible with but one nota­ 
ble exception must be for the 
taxpayer, spouse and his de­ 
pendents. The exception is 
for someone w h o s e chief 
support you furnish and who 
could be claimed as a de­ 
pendent but for the fact he 
had gross income of $675 or 
more. 
The exception could be an 
elderly parent whose chief 
support you furnish. 
Y o u 
might not be able to claim 
the parent as a dependent 
l*ecause he or she had in­ 
come of $675 or more. But 
you could include in youi 


medical expense tabulation 
any medical payments made 
for the parent. 


Heart patients whose doc­ 
tor prescribes a quantity of

Certain tax and interest 
payments are deductible on 
their income tax return for 
those taxpayers who itemize 
their deductions. 
This chapter in the series 
tm the preparation ot your 
annual tax return will be de­ 
voted to those taxes and in­ 
terest items which constitute 
legal deductions. 
The most common in the 
list ot deductible taxes are 
real estate, gasoline, state 
sales tax and personal prop­ 
erty taxes. 
Charts prepared by Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service list the 
allowable gasoline tax and 
sales tax. 
Depending upon the num­ 
ber of nonbusiness m i l e s 
driven and the per gallon 
gasoline tax in your state, 
the charts w i l l determine 
y o u r gas tax allowance. 
Don’t forget to consider the 
operation of either a second 
or third car in the family it 
you are buying the gas for 
it 
Where you claim higher 
than normal gasoline tax be­ 
cause of the operation of a 


second or third car make 
note o! this tact on your re­ 
turn. 
The sales tax charts for 
your state will show the at 
lowable deduction for sales 
tax depending upon your in­ 
come and the number in 
your family Don’t ignore the 
footnotes to the state charts 
These frequently show how 
you can claim a larger al­ 
lowance to compensate for a 
local tax that has been im 
posed in addition to the state 
tax 
In addition to the sales tax 
shown on the chart, you mav 
additionally charge the actu­ 
al tax on the purchase of an 
automobile, boat, airplane 01 
mobile home. You can also 
take the added sales tax on 
the purchase ot building ma­ 
terials for a new home if the 
taxes are separately stated 
and passed on to you. This 
would be most common to 
handymen who buy the ma­ 
terials and build their own 
home. 
If you can prove you actu­ 
ally paid more state sales 
lax than the chart allows you 
take the higher amount, but 


be prepared to prove your 
claim 
Any interest paid tor the 
use ot monev of a nonbusi- 
p.ess nature is fully deduct 
ible This will generally in­ 
clude interest on a h 0 m e 
mortgage, h o m e improve­ 
ment loan, car purchase, in­ 
terest on notes to a bank. 


savings and loan or a credit 
union. 


Interest paid to a broker 
tor a margin account is also 
deductible. So. too. is the 
prepayment penalty on a 
mortgage p a i d off before 
maturity. 


Carrying charges on in­ 
stallment purchases general­ 
ly include a service and in­ 
surance charge 111 addition 
to the interest To determine 
the allowable interest multi­ 
ply the average monthly un­ 
paid balance by six per cent 


I n t e r e s t may also be 
C 1 a i m e d on the interest 
charged on the use of bank 
credit cards, provided that 
no part of the charge is for 
service charges, loan fees or 


a credit investigation. 
Interest paid to Internal 
Revenue for late payment on 
a tax return is deductible 
But the penalty for late pay 
ment of a bill is not deduct­ 
ible. 


Don't forget miscellaneous 


Unfortunately, many tax­ 
payers quickly pass over the 
• Miscellaneous ’ 
deduction 
category on their tax return. 
This is a tragic oversight. 
There is a treasure house of 
deductions her e. Consider 
t h e m carefully 
Here are 
some possibilities for you to 
consider: 


Child care or invalid care 
payments. 
Storm, fire, auto accident 
and theft losses. 


Unreimbursed w o r k ex­ 
pense. such as the purchase 
and

Only two local grapplers, heavyweight Dana Brenner and 157 P a n d e r 
Mike McDowell of Cabrillo, fought their way into the finals against the 
prestigious competition at the (.'II* championships Saturday 
Brenner grabbed a Southern Section third and McDowe 1 siezed a fourth 
place statue The six remaining local entrants, including 71 103-pound titlist 
Mar On Cook of Lompoc, were shunted out of the running, three ot them by 
eventual class champions. 
On a Saturday when the CIF basketball quarter finals was lavishly 
enthroned at UCLA s Pauley Pavilion, the finest wrestlers in the Southern 
Section met and fought a day long crusade for the Ctf wrestling 
championships, relegated somehow by CIF to a stifling crackerbox in 
remote Arcadia. No official clocks were visible, even for the finals. Lompoc 
media alone was represented and on a ripplmgly hot day 900 plus 
overcapacity turnout broiled in the Arcadia tool shed. But the wrestling was 
still the best in Southern California. 
Outclassing his first round opponent, Mike Mahoney of Saddleback 5-2, 
Cabrillo heavyweight Brenner then took down quarterfinalist Mark Findlay 
of Monrovia twice for a 6-2 advancement to the semis. But there the light 
Brenner was tossed by Norwalk’s Joe Botello and landed on the back of his 
head going into a daze long enough for Botello to capitalize for a pin (3:30>. 
But Brenner was far from out of it. Returning against consolation 


opponent Bob Johnson of Mayfair,, Brenner logged an 11-4 decision over the 
fiestier Johnson and then decisioned Rio Mesa's John Ahern 4-2 in the finals 
to appropriate third place. 
McDowell, seeded against eventual champion and Most Outstanding 
Wrestler Mike Cauley of Pacific, went down in his first round bout 14-5, but 
returned to the consolation quarters with a 3-2 decision over Rowland’s Bob 
Long on a ref’s decision after an overtime tie. Advancing to the finals by 
default, the Hillman was overpowered by Bolsa Grande's Lee Austin and

CATO. N Y. — (NEA) — 
For the past five years this 
tucked-away town has been 
an appalling example of the 
ailing state of health care in 
rural America. 
The community's only doc­ 
tor moved away in 1967 (he 
said lie was overworked), 
leaving residents here, and 
in four nearby settlements, 
to have their babies, check 
their fevers and take care of 
their physical emergencies 
however they might. 
It wasn't easy. A new min­ 
ister moved here last year 
and called 17 out-of-area 
physicians before he found 
one who would accept him 
as a patient. An elderly man 
with prostate trouble had to 
be rescued with an ambu­ 
lance while waiting the rou­ 
tine 10 days before a doctor 
in another town could help 
him. And in at least one case, 
that of an asphyxiated in­ 
fant, a human life was lost 
due to the delays in trans­ 
porting emergency cases 18 
miles to the nearest hospital. 
“ I ll tell you how bad it’s 
been.” says TV repairman 
Cliff Webster. "My dad got 
v e r v sick one time and 
couldn’t wait for an appoint­ 
ment. So I phoned a dozen 
doctors aod offered them 
$100 cash to come to town 
for a house call. They 
wouldn’t do it. None of them. 
Even if you were dying, they 
wouldn’t come.” 
To be sure, the doctorless 
people despaired. But, as it 
h a u p e n e d. they did more 
than moan Residents of five 
affected towns—Cato, Ira, 
Conquest, Victory and Ster­ 
ling grouped together to 
form the Northern Cayuga 
Health Services Association. 
Their common goal: "To get 
a doctor, by kidnaping if 
necessary.” 
For awhile, several years, 
it looked as if a doctor 
might have to be kidnaped. 
Vorthtm Cayuga County, 
N Y , is hardly an attraction 
for available physicians. It’s 
out of the way (between 
Lake Ontario and the New 
York Thruwav), it's country 
("Were old-fashioned 
here i, and there is two feet 
of snow every winter. The 
citizens' health services as­ 
sociation advertised in *‘ev- 
er\ m e d i c a 1 journal we 
could tind,” but in vain 
Theie was only one reply in 
five years—from a Hindu 
physician in Nova Scotia 
who did not meet New York 
medical qualifications. 
Still, the citizens in crisis 
did not give up. They could 
not As TV repairman Web­ 
ster die s now the adminis­ 
trator of the area's medical 
association) explains: "We 
had 8.800 people in our five 
towns without a doctor. And 
when you considered all of 
the surrounding area, there 
were 13,000 more in the 
same fix. It was absolutely 


miserable. I remember once 
I needed a poison ivy shot. I 
called up everybody in the 
book. Nothing. I told them 
all I wanted was a simple 
shot, that a nurse could give 
it to me, but they all just 
said go some place else.” So, 
adds Webster. "We couldn’t 
stop trying. We just had to 
get a doctor here somehow.” 
As it turned out, the pluck 
and persistence paid. Last 
year somebody in Cato read 
a news story about the Na­ 
tional E m e r g e n c y Health 
Personnel Act—a new pro­ 
gram to provide temporary 
health workers, including 
doctors, to areas in critical 
need. "My gosh,” says Web­ 
ster, "it was a godsend.” His 
group drew up several pa­ 
pers documenting their 
plight. Sample: "In many 
ways, animals are receiving 
better medical care than 
people in our area.” Shortly 
thereafter, the federal gov­ 
ernment listed Cato as one 
of 13 rural and big-city areas 
which this year will receive 
government physicians and 
new health care hope. 
Citizens here are, to say 
the least, elated. They have 
taken space from the local 
elementary school for a tem- 
porary clinic. They have 
scheduled everything from 
bank loans to bake sales to 
raise $150,000 first-year ex­ 
penses. They have ordered 
a complement of gear, in­ 
cl ud ing an electrocardio­ 
graph unit and an old X-ray
